The Velde committee continu- 
ously denies the accused hear- 
ings, she added, and this “de- 
grades the status of the United 
States Congress by violating ev- 
ery concept of fair proceedure.” 
She also likened the group to 
‘the Reece committee which re- 
cently probed into tax exempt 
foundations and the McCarthy 
‘investigations, saying that in all 
cases the attacked have no oppor- 
tunity to appear, testify, call wit- 
nesses or confront their attack- 
ers. 

The Reece group aims at elim- 
inating “voluntarism—the free 
giving by free men to public 
causes in which they believe,” 
she added, by hiding beneath the 
word “subversive.”

Former Nazi Victims 
Not Fully Recovered 


JERUSALEM—tThe § sufferings 
of the survivors of the Nazi con- 
centration camps have left a com- 
plex of mental and physical dis- 
orders, according to Dr. M. Dvor- 
jetzki, Israel delegate to the First 
international Congress on the 
Pathology of Nazi Europe held 
recently in Paris. 


The privations suffered by vic- 
-ims of the death camps have left 
their mark in the form of tubercu- 
‘osis, chronic fatigue and weak- 
ness in the limbs tortured or 
strained by cruel labor, Dr. Dzor- 
jetzki said in a lecture here last 
week, the Jerusalem Post report- 
ed. 


Dr. Dvorjetzki said that the 800 
scientists who assembled in Paris 
were both victims and researchers 
observing their own pathology.

Trains Grinding Up His Catile 
Snasged Jewish Farmer's Goat 


By RUBY ZAGOREN 


OWCATCHERS being out of style, a Jewish farmer took the powerful New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad company to court, against the advice of his own lawyer, and won. 

Boris Lenefsky of Hebron, Conn., wanted the railroad company to put up a fence along three. 

quarters of a mile of his property to keep his cows from going on the railroad tracks. The railroad 

company offered him the materials so that he could put up the tence in his leisure time, but Lenefsky 


refused the materials. He felt the 
railroad company should supply 
the materials and the labor too. 

His lawyer advised him to settle 
the case for the materials; the 
lawyer warned that pursuing the 
case would cost plenty. But Lenef- 
sky refused to settle. 

He reasoned this way: “The 
railroad is a poor neighbor for a 
farmer to have. It doesn’t look out 
for your stock as farm neighbors 
do, that’s why it isn’t a 50-50 pro- 
position.” 

a = a 

“I’M ON MY side of the fence,” 
said Lenefsky, “and he’s on the 
other side. If my cows break 
through a fence, the farmer holds 
her for me. But with the railroad 
as a neighbor, I’m the only one 
there is to look for her. A cow 
can wander miles and miles.” 

He cited the case of two of his 
cows ground to hamburger meat 
under the wheels of the trains 
whizzing by. Although the cows 
were worth more than $600, he 
was paid only $300 by the railroad, 
and the lawyer’s fees had to come 
out of that compensation. 

Lenefsky refused the materials 
because, he said, if the railroad 
puts up the fence, then it is the 
railroad’s job to keep up the 
fence. 

But if Lenefsky put up the 
fence, he reasoned, then it would 
be his job to keep it up. He also 
said that while the railroad of- 
ered the materials to put up in 
his leisure time, a farmer does 
not have leisure time. 

s - > 

LENEFSKY’S LAWYER ad- 
vised him several times to give up 
the case, but this farmer stuck to 
his guns. It took him three long 
summers before he finally won. 
The Public Utilities Commission 
of the State of Connecticut, direct- 


ed the “New York, New Haven 


and Hartford Railroad company 
to construct or repair the fence 
abutting its line of railroad in the 
Town of Hebron.” 

When this was passed by the 
Public Utilities Commission, other 
neighboring farmers who hereto- 
fore had discouraged Lenefsky 
from pursuing his argument, now 
appeared to find out how to settle 
their own cases with the railroads. 

Lenefsky came to the United 
States as a boy from Poland; 
he was raised on his father’s 
dairy farm in Westchester, Conn. 
Later he learned the machinist 
trade and went to New York to 
work. When the depression came, 
he lost his job. So in 1932 he came 
to Hebron and bought his farm 
for $3200. At that time the farm 
and the house were vacant. Lenef- 
sky got work as a machinist work- 
ing in a nearby town; at the same 
time he started his own dairy 
herd which eventually numbered 
22 head.

FURMAN is a Polish and Ukrainian word denoting a carter 
or teamster, a man engaged in transporting loads both human 
and freight by a wheeled, horse driven vehicle. Before the ad- 
vent of the railroad and for many years thereafter these public 
carriers played an important part in the history of transporta- 
tion in the vast areas of Russia and Poland. The carter himself 
was always a picturesque character. Those who are familiar 
with the works of Sholem Aleichem, Mendele, etc. will recall 
the special affection which is accorded the furman, also known 
as the Balagola. “Fuhre” is a German word meaning a cart. 
The occupation is described by adding the word “man” to it.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Can you tell me the origin of the name, 
Ushkow.—SAMUEL M. GORDON, Forest Hills, N. Y. 

USHKOW, about which you furnished no further informa- 
tion, is believed to be derived'from the name of the community 
of Ji&zkow, in the division of Taraszcza in the gubernya of Kiev, 
Ukraine. The commune of Juszkow included 14 different locali- 
ties with a total population of 21,279 of whom there were 195 
Jews. It is unfortunate that you failed to indicate geographical 
detail about the name. If I did not assume that you are inquir- 
ing about the Ukrainian Ushkow I would have suggested that 
the source of the name may have been the village of Uszkow 
which was situated in the domain of Krotoszyn in the district 
of Poznan, in what was formerly German Poland.

His presence at 
service is another way he has 
of showing his devotion to 
Judaism as a way of life.” 


MANUEL I. LEVE, synagogue 
board chairman, Indianapolis, 
Ind.—“In accepting membership 
on the board of directors, a mem- 
ber indicates a desire or willing- 
ness to serve his congregation. 
To intelligently handle the func- 
tion of his office he must be ac- 
quainted with the manner in 
which religious services are be- 
ing performed. I expect members 
of the board to attend services 
regularly. 


HAROLD DUBINSKY, St. 
Louis—“Obviously the ultimate 
in synagogue affairs would be 
a board whose members faith- 
fully attended services. Such a 
board would be the dream of a 
synagogue president. The prob- 
lem resolves itself to this: does 
it pay to ignore individuals of 
stature, dilligent in their syna- 
gogue responsibilities, who do 
not? I do not think so.” 


SAM SKALOVSKY, synagogue 
president, Oklahoma City—“I 
definitely feel that all board mem- 
bers. should attend services reg- 
ularly unless there is an emer- 
gency that keeps them away. It 
is up to them to set the example 
for the rest of the congregation 
and participate in all of the syna- 
gogue’s functions.

For a Beautiful Maiden 


Moses Mendelssohn 

(1729 - 1786) 
A’ DESSAU, Germany, in the ghetto home of a poor 
scribe of the Scrolls, Moses Mendelssohn was born. 
He spent his boyhood in the bareness of the Yeshiva, sway- 
ing backward and forward from morning to night chanting 
the Bible verses. At 15, his rabbi, to whom he was greatly 
devoted, was called to a congregation in Berlin. Moses put 
on his threadbare cloak, took his prayer-book and talith, and 

set out on foot to follow his rabbi. 

He was a strange-looking boy: short, clumsy, shy, 
hunchbacked, who stammered when he spoke. At the Berlin 
border a gruff Prussian sergeant refused to admit him. Poor, 
cold, frightened, and unable to speak clearly, he argued with 
the gatekeeper until he was admitted. 

The years following were spent in wretched poverty. He 
lived in a garret, and often one loaf of bread had to suffice 
him for a week. He would divide the loaf into seven parts 
and each day he ate one of the sections. Alone in his garret 
he educated himself in the “liberal” subjects that were : trict- 
ly forbidden by the elders. Early he came to the realization 
that his people were enslaved by their own restrictions. 
“Why could not one be a good Jew and at the same time a 
good European?” thought Moses. He decided to become the 
first modern Jew and to get in touch with his times and with 
the society in which he lived. 

He learned German and sought the company of learned 
Jews and Gentiles. The brilliant mind and personal charm 
of this misshapen Jew made him welcome everywhere. He 
was a man of great wit. When he met and fell in love with 
the beautiful daughter of a friend, the girl at first was 
frightened by his deformity. Once she asked him, “Do you 
believe then that marriages are made in heaven?” He an- 
swered, “Yes. When I was born my future wife was named, 
but it was said: ‘Alas, she will have a dreadful humpback.’ 
‘O God,’ I said then, ‘a deformed girl will be unhappy. Dear 
Lord, give me the humpback and let the maiden be born 
beautiful.’” Shortly afterward they were married. From 
this union sprang many brilliant children and grandchildren, 
of whom Felix Mendelssohn, the great composer, was one. 
Mendelssohn's life influenced Jews to seek enlightenment as 
citizens of a modern world.

They read—may Mrs. Cohen 
forgive me—like the helter-skelter 
re-hashing of some of the points 
of the advocates of reform of'‘a 
hundred years ago, by somebody 
who is able to understand neither 
them nor what they attacked. 

On Oct. 22 the Shulchan Aruch 
seemed inadequate for our age. I 
am sure there would be many 
qualified people glad to write an 
article for your paper on the 
“Meaning of the Shulchan Aruch. 
For Our Géneration’—but the 
point I want to make here is that 
an intelligent discussion of the 
subject, one way or another, re- 
quires vast and comprehensive 
talmudic knowledge that Mrs. Co- 
hen appears to lack. I even sus- 
pect she consulted an ‘inauthori- 
tative abbreviation of the Shul- 
chan Aruch (“Kizzur Sh. A.) to 
write her article! 

On Oct. 29 it was the 613 com- 
mandments which were antiquat- 
ed. Why? Mrs. Cohen puts it very 
simply: For efficient observance 
you need study and understand. 
ing. Nobody studies and under- 
stands today. So let’s drop obser- 
ance. Quod erat demonstrandum. 

Without going into any details 
(save mention of three of her ex- 
amples in a footnote) nor logica! 
argumentation, I wish to point 
out the author’s basic fallacy. She 
argues that since times have 
changed greatly, the Jewish relig- 
ion must be drastically altered, 
going far beyond the normal or- 
ganismic changes that have kept 
it alive in the past millenia. She 
advocates “innovations” that can- 
not be sanctioned by Jewish Law; 
basically, then, she stands for its

Two of these are 
part of Cleveland’s unique chain 
of 17 Cultural Gardens which ex- 
tend along the slopes of Rocke- 
feller Park between the upper 
and lower boulevards of the city’s 
East Side Park system. Of spe- 
cial Jewish interest are the He- 
brew and the American Cultural 
Gardens, This column limits us 
to a brief.glimpse of both gar- 
dens. 
THE CENTRAL FEATURE of 
the Hebrew Cultural Garden is 
the Philosophers’ Circle, with 
paths laid out in the form of the 
Star of David. The paths radiate 
to four large stone monuments, 
each bearing a bronze bas relief 
of a famous Jewish philosopher: 
Baruch Spinoza, Moses Mendels- 
sohn, Moses Maimonides and 
Ahad Ha’am. Opening from the 
Philosophers’ Circle is a section 
with a central planting feature 
patterned after a lyre. This 
serves as the foreground of a 
monument bearing bronze bas re- 
liefs of three noted Jewish com- 
posers: Karl Goldmark, Jacques 
Francois Halevy and Giacomo 
Meyerbeer. 

On the opposite side of the 
circle there is an opening which 
leads to a ravine laid out as a 
rock garden. Just north of this 
are memorials to three great 
American Jewish women: Henri- 
etta Szold, founder of Hadassah; 
Emma Lazarus, whose sonnet 
The New Colossus is on the 
Statue of Liberty, and Rebecca 
Gratz, who is said to have been 
the inspiration for the Rebecca 
portrayed in Ivanhoe. 

IN THE American Cultural | 
Garden stands a bust of John 
Hay, the Clevelander who, while 
he was serving as Secretary of 
State under Presidents McKinley 
and T. Roosevelt, took diplomatic 
action on behalf of persecuted 
Jews in Rumania and Russia. 
Also in the garden is the Brother- 
hood Shrine honoring the Four 
Chaplains of World War II, 

The shrine was erected in 1953 
by the Cleveland B’nai B’rith 
lodges and chapters in commemo. 
ration of the centennial of B’nai 
B’rith in Cleveland. The memo- 
rial is in the form of.a granite 
rostrum to which is affixed a 
bronze plaque depicting the four 
chaplains in prayer.

‘Harvest of Hate’ Is Book That Belongs In Every Jewish Library 


By MEYER LEVIN 
HARVEST OF HATE, by Leon Poliakov. Syracuse 
University Press. 
OVERING some of the same ground as “The 
Final Solution” and other volumes about Nazi 
crimes, Mr. Poliakov has written, probably the most 
complete work so far on the “Nazi program for the 
destruction of the Jews of Europe.” Although I 
have read all, I think, of these 
works, I still find myself ap- 
palled by the complexity of the 
operation and I find, in each 
book, details of which I had been 
unaware. 

Mr. Poliakov’s book was pub- 
lished in 1951 in French, and was 
the first comprehensive and au- 
thenticated history of the holo- 
caust. It contains the most 
dramatic documents, such as the 
eye-witness descriptions of the 
executions in Russian villages, when Jews lay down 
to be shot atop each other in open mass graves. And 
it contains the history of such strange negotiaions as 
took place, toward the end of the war, from Bratislava 
to Turkey to Lisbon to Washington, for the ransom 
of remaining Jewries. 





THERE IS A FULL explanation of the remarkable 
maneuvering by which the Italian diplomats suc- 
ceeded in evading the Nazi program, and protecting 
the Jews of Italy. There is even an account of the 
curious situation where Jews in the south of France 
could find asylum by riding to the part of the country 
occupied by Italian troops. “All a Jew had to do to 
be able to breathe freely was to make a one-hour 
trip from Lyon to Grenoble, or from Marseille to 
Nice, without having to cross a frontier or a de- 
marcation line. We have no exact figures on the 
number of Jewish refugees in the Italian zone of 
Croatia; in France it reached at least 30,000... . 
Knochen, head of the SD in France, pointed out that 
“the French government, which only reluctantly con- 
cerns itself with the solution of the Jewish question, 
shows a stronger opposition because of the Italian 
measures.’ ” 

But such escape-holes were rare. 
this side is all too brief. 

In the documentation of horror, perhaps the most 
gruesome sections deal with the massacres on the 
Eastern front. In the murder squads, we are told, 
from German reports, “Many men suffered terribly, 
and had to be sent home for all sorts of reasons, 
either because their nervous systems were shattered 
or because they were not able to stand it morally.”

LESS HAS BEEN written of the massacre ot 
Jews in the Russian campaign, than of the death- 
camps, because less evidence remains, and what re- 
mains is within the Soviet Union. But in the “bal- 
ance sheet of the chaotic exterminations,” a total of 
15 million victims in the U.S.S.R. is estimated, while 
Adolph Eichman, the master executioner himself, 
put the estimate at two million. 

Poliakov offers interesting evidence to give the 
li¢ to the claim that the German people as a whole 
didn’t know what was going on. Perhaps the most 
convincing is the reminder that such remarks as 
“going up the chimney” became common expressions. 

He follows through, to the records of persistent 
anti-Semitism after the war, and offers the explana- 
tions of Freud and Maritain, in which the Christian 
hatred of Jews is laid to the “ill-baptized,” who resent 
the Jews as the source of Christianity itself, as the 
source of a discipline that is too demanding, in the 
moral sense. 

Hence, ‘‘we again find our way to the deep mean- 
ing of the Nazi explosion: Hitlerism attacked the 
Jews as the symbol of all established values, which 
it had marked down for destruction.”

A Difference In Viewpoint 


HE American Jewish Committee dele- 
gation report to the Jewish commu- 
nity was made at a press conference 
Tuesday, which shows the hazards of 
writing editorials for a weekly newspa- 
per, a task which in our case can be 
performed only on Sunday. 

As it was, the Committee delegation 
took a stand on the question of immigra- 
tion to Israel from North Africa. Where- 
as we pointed out, on the basis of our 
knowledge of the delegation’s report 
up until that time, that this stand must 
necessarily be to give unstinted support 
to the needs for this immigration, the 
delegation did not completely agree, and 
even had a warning to issue. 

It reported that pressure must not be 
exerted to stimulate a mass exodus of 
Jews from North Africa, which means 
that the Committee saw things being 
done which in their estimation seemed to 
prove that this was exactly what the 
Israelis were trying to do. 

Some time ago we suggested here the 
views of the Israelis on the need for and 
the justification of stimulating the mass 
exodus of Jews from lands where they 
were being oppressed was one thing, and 
the views of some American Jews might 
be something else again. 

This seems to be exactly what has 
come out of the inspection trip of the 
American Jewish Committee group. 

Anyone who has not made such a trip 
is in no position to dispute the findings of 
the American Jewish Committee group. 
But Moses W. Beckelman, the JDC Euro- 
pean director, who has been meeting the 
needs of the North African Jewish com- 
munities for at least five years now, 
takes another view. 

He reported to the recent United 
Jewish Appeal conference that despite 
what was being said at other meetings, 
it was his conviction that Jews should be 
brought from North Africa to Israel. It 
was not clear then what he meant by 
what was being said at other meetings, 
but it seems clear now. He must have 
had reference to the delegation which 
evidently had already made its report to 
some private groups. 

Two other recent reports from North 
Africa do not seem to tally with the AJ 
Committee’s findings. 

One is from the United Jewish Ap- 
peal delegation which went to North 
Africa at practically the same time that 
the American Jewish Committee Appeal 
went there. 

The other is an eyewitness account 
from Maurice Carr, highly reliable cor- 
respondent of The Jewish Chronicle of 
London, who reported the heartbreak 
when many North African Jews were re- 
jected for emigration to Israel because 
of health conditions which were almost 
unbelievable. 


In view of the knowledge of the piti- 
ful condition of the Jews of North Africa 
—only 50 per cent of the boys who live 
at least until circumcision (8 days old) 
are still living at the time of their bar 
mitzvah—we are inclined to believe that 
the AJ Committee delegation went to 
look for something and found what they 
were looking for. In other words, their 
minds were made up in good part before 
they reached North Africa. 

In any event, the real differenee in 
the report of the delegation and the out- 
look of Israel and those who agree with 
her actions in this matter is that the 
Committee delegation believes that there 
is a future for a good number of Jews of 
North Africa, while the Israelis do not 
believe that there is a future for a good 
number of Jews in North Africa. 

But there is something else that 
seems to conflict with what the Commit- 
tee seems to fear, and in this connection 
it should be stated that Maurice Samuel, 
who certainly is nothing less than as 
good a Zionist as any other living Zion- 
ist, criticized Israel for using methods 
which he felt made orderly immigration 
into Israel impossible during the years 
when 200,000 to 300,000 Jews were 
streaming into Israel. 

Israel itself has set a figure of 30,000 
for the immigration from North Africa 
in 1955. This is by no means a mass 
exodus, for a few years ago that many 
came to Israel in just one month. 

The deduction then is that Israel is 
not attempting to cause Jews to flee from 
territories where conditions can be 
achieved which will enable them to live 
respectable lives as Jews. 

We were led to believe from the re- 
port the AJ Committee delegation made 
to the State Department that the chances 
for a life of freedom for he Jews of 
North Africa were not too great. If that 
is so, it seems that Israel’s decision to 
prepare for and make possible an immi- 
gration of 30,000 a year is entirely valid. 

But it is clear, too, that this is a dif- 
ference of opinion. 

And although we may take exception 
to the delegation’s report, obviously the 
AJ Committee has a right to its views. 
It could have been hoped that the dele- 
gation had presented a fuller report, 
especially on this aspect of their trip, 
and maybe in time a complete statement, 
which can be studied in detail will be 
issued. 

As far as the United Jewish Appeal 
itself is concerned, its espousal of the 
cause of removing 30,000 Jews from 
North Africa during 1955 is not in ques- 
tion. The AJ Committee delegation re- 
ports that orderly emigration of those 
Jews—especially in outlying districts 
where they are in actual physical danger 
—is entirely warranted. 


An Inevitable Change 


"THE objection raised by R. N. Carval- 
iL ho, president of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association (of Great Britain) to what 
he called “shaking hands” with Ger- 
many by Jewish organizations and Jew- 
ish communities, may make good read- 
ing, and may be a normal emotional 
reaction, but is totally unrealistic. 
Naturally no living Jew is going to 
erase from his memory the scars of what 
the Nazis did to the Jews, but once the 
reparations agreement was accepted by 
the Jewish people it was inevitable that 
the relationship between Israel and Ger- 
many, and for that matter the Jews of 


the world and Germany, was changed. 
The story in last week’s Post about 
the $30 million in ships being built by 


ZIM, the Israel navigation company, did 
not state that these ships were being 
built through reparations funds, but such 
is the case. 

In addition, Israel’s improved eco- 
nomic condition is directly traceable to 
the reparations payments, which annu- 
ally total more than the Jews of the 
United States give to Israel through the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

No amount of money in the world 
could ever repair the damage of the 
Nazis to the Jewish people, but here is 
another instance where money is making 
inevitable a change in attitude, even 
though it is weighed against the enor- 
mous total of the lives not of 100 Jews, 
or 1 million Jews or 2 million Jews— 
but of 6 million Jews.
